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Home values 
drop for 
the first time 
since 1995

For the first time in 15 years the average home value in 
Didsbury has sunk seven per cent. 

That, however, doesn’t mean homeowners will see 
lower projierty taxes. Town council is preparing to pass a 
3.5 per cent tax hike next month, which will add $67 to the 
average bill. 

According to assessor Frank Watson, the value of the 
typical home dropped seven per cent as of July 1, 2009 - 
the point used by the town to detennine its 2010 tax rolls. 

It was the first time numbers have dropped in this town 
since 1995, the year the province first began as.sessing 
profierty based on market value, Watson said. 

“1 have never seen this before ... but it makes sense. We 
are all seeing numbers drop right across Alberta because 
the 1 ‘conomy has really been affecting real estate these 
past couple years," he said. 

The median as.sessed value of a single-family home in 
Didsbury is $250,000, down from $270,(M)0 at tlie same 
point the year before. 

For condos, the median is $148,0(K) from $160,(MK). 

W'atson has noticed land values haven’t changed much, 
but building value has dropped as the cost of construction 
and profit has decreased. The valiu* of the building itself 
is down by about 10 per c ent, he said. 

Dan FVters, an agent with Remax A('A, says lower 
assc'ssments are no suri)risc'. Home pric-es suffered when 
the* economy stumbk'd in 2(K)8 emd still hadn’t recoverc'd 
in 2(K)9. 

That home values have bec'ii as.sc‘ssed low is usually 
good news for property taxc»s but bad for those' who pur- 
chasc'd homes at toj) dollar during reid estate’s boom in 
20<K) to 2(K)7. Homes are losing cspiity. 

“But when it comes to sales you have to remember that 
this is based on last year’s market. You can't assume your 
hou.se is worth today what it was before July 1, 2009 ... 1 
have* seen prices go up in the last six to eight months,” 
Fc'ters said. 

Kc'sidents will get as.sessment notice's in May and will 
have 60 days to file an appeal with the Regicjnal 
As.sc'.ssment Review Board. 

As of January 1, 2009 Alberta taxpayers have had access 
to a more effective system to file a complaint about their 
property assc'ssment, say provincial officials. 

Three' sc'paratc' review boards have* been creatc'd to hc'ar 
complaints about differc'nt type's of propc'rty, so a com¬ 
plaint will be hc'ard once by the de-signatc'd board in.stead 
of twice by two sc'parate boards. 

Thc'sc' change's eliminate du|)lication, and prc'serve the 
taxi)ayer’s right to have* their complaint he-ard basc'd on 
the' merits of the e-ase, provincial officials say.

Ditlsbiiry lioiupownors will set* a 10 per 
cfnl hike on (heir water and wiustewater 
hill this June as the town stocks up on 
reserves. 

That means the average resident could 
pay anywhere from an additional $;1.10 to 
$7.13 a month, depending on how much 
water they use. 

The reasons for the change are multi¬ 
faceted, said Mayor Brian Wittal. 

“The biggest thing this 
comes down to is the need to 
renew our system . . . we have 
very little of anything as far 
as reserves set aside for 
replacing sewer or water 
lines,” he said. 

There is also a need to 
begin putting aside dollars 
for the town to afford the 
Regional Water 

Commission’s new pipeline. 

The line will pump greater

volumes of water south of the Anthony 
llenday Wat»‘r Treatment Plant. 

As it stands, the plant is producing the 
volumes needed daily by communities 
from Olds to Crossfield, but the pipe can't 
push it, creating water restrictions. A sec¬ 
ond pipeline will fix that problem, Wittal 
said. 

The water commission is seeking a 
provincial grant but if they don’t get it, 
communities will be expected to pay up. 

That would mean a sudden 15 to 20 per 
cent jump on utility bills, unless 
council begins to collect now. 

“We are preparing for this 
and as a result residents will 
see slow and steady increases 
(in utility costs),” Wittal said. 

The new rates - which 
charge according to use - are 
also meant to encourage 
people to cut down on 
water and try conservation 
technology like low-flush 
toilets and low-flow shower 
nozzles.

Robbery prevention everyone’s business

Researchers found that cash 
remains the most common item 
stolen during robberies, accounting 
for more than a third of all valuables 
taken. Personal acceasories such as 
jewellery were second at 18 per cent. 

Interestingly, the increasing preva- 
lenc-e of electronic devices in most 
communities has appju-ently lead to a 
marked increase in robbers targeting 
such things as cell phones, personal 
music devices and computers, items 
that can often be easily sold. Such 
devices now account for 15 per cent 
of items taken. 

As far as who is committing rob¬ 
beries, rest'archers found that (K) per 
cent of Jill accused robbi'rs are nuiles, 
most aged 24 or younger. 

Albertji RCMP sjiy individiutls juul 
fjimilies really can make a diffi'rence 
when it cotnes to deterring juid pre¬ 
venting robberies. 

Police offer the following tips for 
reducing the robbery risk: walk with 
confidence ;uul know where you ari‘ 
going; nH|u<>st jui escort to juul from 


your vehicle, pjirticularly at night; 
always try to cjury a cell phone; let 
other people know where you ju'e 
going, when you pljin to leave, and 
when you pljui to retuni. 

As far cis home ittvasion prevention 
is concerned, safety tips include; 
making sure your doors ju'e made of 
solid wooil or metal jind have one¬ 
way peepholes at eye level; keeping 
your doors locked, whether you jire 
at home or not; jind never advertising 
that you live Jilone. 

Canadian police services report 
that there were about :12,0(K) rob- 
iH'ries last ycjir, accounting for seven 
per cent of all violent crime. 

While most people will hopefully 
never become the tjirget of robluTS, 
taking precautions jind making .sure 
to always be robbery-snuirt cjui juid 
will go a long way towards prevent¬ 
ing problems before they occur. 

And, of course, every robbery tluit 
is prevented in West Central Albertji 
through caution juul due diligi'iice is 
one le.ss djuigerous burden for RCMP 
officers to deal with.

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Increased calls, training keeping firefighters busy

It stH'ms jLs the woathor is 
gHtins betlfr thi' niiinbor 
of oiills incTOJise. Id March, 
we responded to 13 calls - 
six for fires, three for 
motor vehicle accidents 
;md one iniscidlaneous. 


Halfway throtigh the 
month, late one afternoon, 
tla'H' Wits a serious attic 
fire at the north end of 
town. The can.se was old 
ahimimim wiring from a 
light socket that had 
sparked to ignite the insu¬ 
lation. 

The hoiiH'owner had 
noticed a smoky smell in 
the honst' and smoke ris¬ 
ing from lilt' chimney 
whi'n they weren’t having 
a fire. 

When the fire depart¬ 
ment arrived, members 
gained access to the inside 
of the attic to find the 
source of the smoke while 
others tried to ventilate 
outside. We removed the 
soffit and fascia from the 
north side of the hou.se and 
pulled out the burnt insula¬ 


tion to st'e the full extimt 
of the damage. 

The few firefighters on 
the roof were left with lit- 
tl(‘ options to vc'iitilate so 
tlu'y cut open the roof. 
Aftt'r a section of the roof 
had been taken out, we 
removed the remaining 
charred mess and covered 
the hoUv 

On behalf of the fire 
department I'd like to 
thank the staff of Subway 
who brought us sandwich 
es. The meal was greatly 
appreciatt'd after the long 
ordeal. It’s small acts like 
that that keep us as dedi- 
cati'd as we are. 

On one of the training 
iiighLs P'ortis Allu'rta came 
out and gave us a presenta¬ 
tion. Their objectives are 
to reduce the number of 


accidental electrical «H|uip- 
inent contacts, to assist 
workers to work safely 
and to ap|)ly iippropriate 
enu'fgency re.spon.s*' meas 
un*s in tlu* ev»-nt of an 
»>h‘ctrical utility contact. 

They had brought out a 
model of a roadway with 
power lines and they 
showed us the conse- 
(lueiM’es when individuals 
come in contact with the 
lines. The main i.ssue 
Fortis has is that peopU' 
doing renovations, land¬ 
scaping or constniction do 
not call the ct)mpany to 
find out where under¬ 
ground and hidden power 
lines are located. If one of 
the lines is struck, there 
can be serious injuries or 
even death. 

So this is where 1 ask you 


to call before you dig iuid 
to remember the golden 
rule of slaying sev*‘n 
met It'S away from a line. 

(’urrenlly the deparl- 
menl is re.searching new 
.laws of Idle and .spreaders 
for us to use as ours are in 
need of replacement in the 
fullin'. ()v»'r the wei'kend a 
repre.senlalivi' from a com¬ 
pany based out of Calgary 
brought out a bunch of 
tools for us to demo. A 
vehicle extrication instruc¬ 
tor also came out with the 
representative to show us 
new techniques as we 
chopped up a few cars. 
That would I'xplain the 
crumpled metal that a few 
of you may have st'en out¬ 
side the hall. 

Well, once the car wreck¬ 
ing session was finished 


and the mess cleaned up, 
the tone's went off for a 
grass fire just outside of 
town. With the bi'sl of tim 
ing, we rc'sponded to Ihi' 
call, which we later 
nolici'd was a regular loca¬ 
tion for liri's last ye'ar. 

1 know I’m starting to 
sound liki' a brokt'ii re'e'ord 
will'll I ask for the rural 
residents to call in for a 
controlled burn, but there 
you go. And if you notice 
smoke on the horizon and 
find out that it is actually 
an oiil-of-control fire, be 
sure to hang on to your 
cellphone you called in on 
so that di.spatch can call 
back if we lU'ed any more 
infomiation.
